ance" to the prohibitive amend- 
ments attached In the House by 
Rep. Jamie Whitten, D-Mlss., 
would nullify Whltten's Intent, 


"There Is nothing In the poll- 


cles of HEW that would impose 
racial balance 
In the first 


place," Flaxman said. He said 
HEW's concern Is erasing the 
"racial Identity" of schools. 


Young said he expected there 


to be court suits In school dis- 
tricts that, under pressure from 
HEW and facing the prospect 
of losing federal funds, had 
abandoned freedom of choice.
